Approximately one year ago 
Sacramento State College and 
the University of California at 
Davis .were extended the privi- 
fege of sponsoring the 21st re- 
newal of the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association boxing cham- 
Pionships, 

At that time the intense inter- 
est and enthusiasm which has 
been generated here for the tour- 
nament, which is in its semi- 
final stage tonight in the Me- 
morial Auditorium, wag not fore- 
seen. 

This interest and enthusiasm 
is attributable to two forces, the 
success of the SSC Hornet box- 
ing team and the outstanding 
competition which has appeared 
in all ten Olympic weight divi- 
sions which are being fought in 
the three day tournament. 

The Hornet team, led by Jim 
Flood, 1957 NCAA 156-pound 
champion and 1958 Pacific Coast 
165-pound champion, had a suc- 
cessful campaign, marred by a 
late-season loss to the defending 
NCAA champion tIdaho State 
College Bengals. This success led 
to widespread interest on the part 
of the Sacramento community— 
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both in the Hornets and collegiate 
boxing in general. 

Sacramento was for years, the 
scene of the Pacific Coast Inter- 
collegiate tournament and has 
in the past been the battle 
ground for the national tourney, 
although the last time was in 
1937. 

The 1957-58 dual competition 
season has failed to indicate a 
clear cut favorite for the team 
titie and has in several classes 
left a rather muddied picture 
with any of a number of top 
men given a chance to take the 
crowns. 

The heavyweight division, 
which had only three entries in 
the 1957 event, has drawn seven 
big men. Of these men defend- 
ing champion Hal Espy of !daho 
State College, Ron Freeman of 
the University of Wisconsin, big 
Archie Milton of San Jose State 
College, and footbailer Tom Mc- 
Neeley of Michigan State Univer- 
sity have top records coming 
into the tourney, The four have 
fought a series of wing and draws 
with only Milton seeming to 
have an edge. Both Freeman and 
McNeeley drew with Milton how- 
ever.

will speak on the topic “The Sci- 
entist and Society.” 

Dr. Lapp was born in Buffalo, 
New York and is Phi Beta Kappa 
graduate of the University of 
A. J. Dempster, discoverer of 
U-235. Later he was associated 
with Dr. Varnevar Bush and Dr. 
J, Robert Oppenheimer. 

He has served as Divisiqn Di- 
rector of the famois wartime 
Manhattan Project and during 
the postwar years was Assistant 
Director of the Argonne National 


Laboratory until appointed Svi- 
entific Advisor to the War De- 
partment General Staff. In 1947 


he was made the Executive Di- 
rector of Dr. Bush's Research 
and Development Board. A year 
later, he switched over to the 
Navy Department to head the 
Nuclear Physics Branch of the 
Office of Naval Research. 

After he left the government 
service and established his own 
scientific consulting service, his 
nuclear associates were prompted 
to call him “the one free physi- 
.ist this country has.” Today his 
time is spent between lecturing, 
advising, and writing. Dr. Lapp 
has a rare talent for being able 
to explain complicated scientific 
matters in simple terms that the 
average person can readily un- 
derstand. He destroys once and 
for all the idea that the basic 
principles of atomic fission are a 
secret to be shared only among 
the specialists. 

Dr, Lapp travels extensively, 
visiting scientists and laborator- 
ies in many countries, Recently, 
he journeyed to Japan to gather 
material for his latest book, “The 
Voyage of the Lucky Dragon,” 
about the Japanese fishing boat 
that was caught in the fallout 
from the bomb tesis in the Pa- 
cific. This will soon be available 
in the library. 

He has also collaborated with 
Stewart Alsop, well known col- 
umnist, in a number of Saturday 
Evening Post articles covering 
aspects of nuclear power, Follow- 
ing the nationwide attack alert 
in the summer of 1955, he wrote 
a feature in Life on the effec- 
tiveness of our civil defense pro- 


gram.

Ms Ineligible for 
Boxing Tourney 


Terry Smith, Sacramento 
State's entry in the 156 pound 
class for the NCAA boxing 
tournament, was declared in- 


eligible at a rules committee 
meeting, Wednesday morning. 
The rules committee chairman 


is Ed LaFond of Catholic Uni- 
versity of Washington, D.C. 
The ineligibility was ruled on 
a complaint filed by the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, It was 
claumed that Smith had at- 
tended Gonzaga University 
before entering the service. 
According to a recent ruling 
of the NCAA, all returning 
service men have to wait one 
year before competing at a 
new university. This rule was 
passed just last summer. Smith 
went in the service three years 


ago.

Bootstrap Plan

Sacramento State College has 
another honor to add to its col- 
lection. According to Dr. Don Al- 
bright, Sacramento State has 
been as yet unofficially recog- 
nized as one of the top ten of 
fifty-four year colleges which 
take part in the United States 
Air Foree’s U.S.A.F.LT., (United 
States Air Force Institute of Tech- 
nology) program. This is a plan 
that enables Air Force officers 
with less than two years to go to 
obtain their degree to attend an 
accredited college. 

At present, there are nineteen 
officers enrolled at State under 
this plan, seventeen in the Busi- 
ness Administration field and 
two majoring in Law Enforce- 
ment. These officers are sent here 
from all over the United States, 
and many of the program partici- 
pants in the past have returned 
to Sacramento after retirement 
to make their homes. 

Closely related to U.S.A.F.LT. 
is the program for Air Force per- 
sonnel refered to as Operation 
Bootstrap. Due to States acces- 
sibility to three large air bases, 
Mather Field, McClellan A.F.B., 
and Travis A.F.B., it has become 
a leading figure in this program. 

This program, 
those who have less than six 
months needed to obtain their 
Master's degree, has proved quite 


open only to

successful. Since 1950, State hae 
graduated seventy-five officers 
with a Bachelor’s degree and two 
with a Master’s degree under the 
Bootstrap program from Mather 
alone. Figures are not available 
on the number of persorme] from 
the other bases. 

Students coming to State under 
both programs have proved to be 
quite successful, due to both their 
obvious capabilities and their in- 
creased motivations. Many of 
these students have returned 
after retirement to complete re- 
quirements for their Master's de- 
gree for they found State's in- 
structors to be more than capable. 
As a sidelight, at one time there 
were 6ix retired Lieutenant Coel- 
onels attending State, two having 
graduated since.

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Campus Polls 
See Democrat 
Win Next Fall 


MINNEAPOLIS— (ACP) —Ac- 
cording to results of a recent poll 
of students in many colleges 
across the United States, a large 
majority of the people interview- 
ed feel the Democrats are more 
likely to win the 1960 presidential 
elections. Associated Collegiate 
Press National Poll of Student 
Opinion asked the question: 

“As of right now, do you think 
the Democrats or the Republicans 
have a better chance of winning 
the 1960 presidential elections?” 
to a sample of the American col- 
lege population. Results indicate 
that a substantially higher pro- 
portion of coeds feel Democrats 
have a better chance. Eighty-four 
per cent of them, as opposed to 
72 per cent of the college men, 
fee] a Democratic vietory will be 
forthcoming. Almost equal pro- 
portions of men and women favor 
Republican chances in 1960, but 
a substantially higher proportion 
of men were undecided. Overall 
results are as follows:

change” and consequently decide 


the Democrats have a_ better 
chance in 1960. “The nation is 
associating the economic trend 


with the Republican administra- 
tion” was the reason given by a 
Wayne State University (De- 
troit, Mich.) senior for his reply 
that 1960 will probably see @ 
new Democratic administration. 
A sophomore coed from Queens 
College (Charlotte, N.C.) agrees 
that the Democrats have a bet- 
ter chance because “‘‘of the pres- 
ent recession,” and a senior coed 
from Wayne State also joins the 
many students who felt economic 
difficulties have put the Repub- 
licans in a bad light. “The past 
years of ‘Republican prosperity’ 
should insure « Democratic vic- 
tory in 1960" was her observa- 
tion. 

ANOTHER LINE of reasoning 
also became apparent in the com- 
ments on answers to the question. 
Many. of the students interviewed 
based their conclusion of a 1960 
Democratic victory on potential 
candidates. A Lake Forest Col- 
lege (Lake Forest, Ill.) fresh- 
man’s opinion stems from a pos- 
sible Republican ticket. He notes 
that Eisenhower cannot run 
again, and “feels Nixon is un- 
popular.” A senior at St. Mary's 
University, (San Antonio, Texas) 
looked at the other party’s pos- 
sible candidates for his conclu- 
sion. Hig comment: “The young 
Democrats look promising.” 

SEVERAL OF THE students 
interviewed gave general dis- 
content with the Republican ad- 
ministration as their reason for 
feeling the Democrats will win 
in 1960, but only a very small 
proportion indicated they felt 
the president's three illnesses 
were a factor. 

ON THE OPPOSITE side of 
the picture, a Chatham College 
(Pittsburgh, Pa.) junior coed 
feels the Republicans have a bet- 
ter chance in 1960. She reasons 
that “Northern and Southern 
Democrats are too badly split” 
for the Democrats to regain of- 
fice in the next election, Others 
among the smaller proportion 
looking for a Republican victory 
in 1960 feel President Eisenhow- 
er’s popularity will carry the 
party through into another term, 
even though he will be unable to 
run himself. 

AMONG THOSE undecided on 
the issue, some, such as a Lake 
Forest College (Lake Forest, 
Ill.) sophomore who commented 
“Who knows now ?”, feel it is too 
early to make a prediction. Rep- 
resentatives of other reasons for 
“Don't know” answers were those 
given by a freshman and a junior 
at Missouri School of Mines 
(Rolla, Mo.),

When the 1958 National Collegiate Athletic Association 
boxing championships opened last night, Sacramento re- 
called that twenty-one years ago this city was first honored 
by having the NCAA championships held here. 

That was away back in 1937 and the school which 
copped the team title was the Cougars of Washington State. 
Their coach in that tournament was Ike Deeter and he will 
again lead his seven man aggregation into this year’s com- 


petition. 


WSC took two individual titles that vear as Roy Petra- 
gallo won at 115 pounds and Ed McKinnon captured the 


155 pound title. 


The nationals returned to this city in J940 and again 
a coast team walked off with the team honors. Coach Louis 
August’s University of Idahd scored 17 points and had three 
divisional champs. They were Ted Kara, 120; Laune Erick- 
son, 165, and John Webster, 175. 

The number of colleges participating in boxing through- 
out the country has been reduced in recent years although 
the sport has gained out here in the West. Last year every 
individual title was taken by a coast boxer. Idaho State won 
seven crowns and Washington State, Cal Poly-and SSC one 


each. 


But the coast teams may run into trouble this year 
from Wisconsin and Michigan State. Down through the 
years the Badgers from Wisconsin have been to boxing what 
the University of Southern California is to track and field. 

Wisconsin boxers have won eight team championships 
and 35 individual titles. No other college compares to those 


ligures. 


The Pacific Coast Intercollegiate boxing champion- 
ships will return to Sacramento next year following this 
year’s competition held in Reno. Reno gained the PCT's when 
the NCAA national championships were awarled to Sac- 


ramento. 


The coast tournament, until this year, held here annu- 
ally since 1929, will again feature a novice division. Coaches 
at this year’s tournament decided to retain the new class 
due to its popularity. There are hopes that rules to govern 


the new class wil! be drawn up. 


It was decided to shorten the time of the rounds in the 
novice division from two minutes to 1).. Reason for the 
change was the fact that it seemed the inexperienced boxers 
tire badly in the latter part of the round and are more 


vulnerable to injuries.

If the education field 
is so quick to take offense, then 
it must have some very real 
weaknesses. Promoting the field 
of education, it seems to me, by 
the education professors here on 
campus, is anything that hardens 
your existentialist shell. Criti- 
cism by anyone seems to mean 
to you that the criticism is try- 
ing to destroy what you your- 
selves believe in. (Assuming that 
your beliefs are no more valid 
than anyone else's.) 

If we are to allow only criti- 
cisms that strengthen what we 
have, then they are not criticisms 
at all, but rather they are ra- 
tionalizations. Since when do you 
improve something wrong by 
strengthening it? 

It seems to me that the edu- 
cation professors label people 
who criticize as being “indiscrim- 
inate”; and those who blandly 
consume the trivia dished out in 
the education classes as being 
“responsible.” Hag it occurred to 
you that “Education Major” may 
be trying to make a responsible 
criticism of something he thinks 
is wrong? I quite imagine that 
you also consider such people as 
Dr. Seaborg and Dr. Odegard as 
being “indiscriminate” also.

ADDITIONAL ANSWERS 
Editor, The Hornet: 

I can appreciate Professor 
Smith's uphappiness with some 
of the remarks made by “Educa- 
tion Major.” However, I believe 
the latter raised a number of 
questions which Professor Smith 
did not answer. They are: 

1. Is there a significant differ- 
ence between the methods of in- 
struction recommended by our 
Educators and those they actu- 
ally practice in their own class- 
rooms ? 

2. Is there a significant differ- 
ence between the testing proced- 
ures advocated by our Educat- 
ors and the types of tests they 
actually employ in judging their 
students ? 

3. Is there too much emphasis 
on Education Philosophy and Ed- 
ucation History? 

4. Are educators over-sensitive 
and defensive about their subject 
matter to the point where they 
will brook no critical disagree- 
ments? 

5. Is “life-adjustment” educa- 
tion successful in accomplishing 
the stated objectives of its advo- 
cates? 

6. Ought “life-adjustment” to 
be the objective of our educa- 
tional institutions and the basis 
on which we prepare teachers for 
the profession? And if not, what 
alternatives should we consider? 

These are, it seems to me, the 
questions which “Education Ma- 
jor” raised. I believe they are 
sufficiently serious to merit con- 
sidered reflection and reply by 
those to whom they were ad- 
dressed.

Student Loans 


Recession-hit student loan 
funds have been bolstered by a 
grant from the Land Park Lions 
Club, Dr. Lawrence M. Bram- 
mer, Associate Dean of Students 
at Sacramento State College, an- 
nounced today. 

Requests for student loans are 
running about twice as heavy as 
last year. The average size of 
each loan is also running higher, 
Dr. Brammer indicated. 

“Economic slumps are usually 
lard on college students, and ad- 
ditiona] funds are urgently need- 
ed. Students are beginning to 
feel the pinch. In many cases the 
loan of a small amount of money 
makes it possible for talented 
students to remain in school.” 

The drain on loan funds has 
been heavy. In six months this 
year, $12,620.00 in 216 loans has 
been granted. The average loan 
totals $58.43. This compares to 
252 loans totaling $12,962.75 for 
all of last year, imcluding the 
summer session. The average 
grant last year was $51.00. 

The initia] amount of the Land 
Park Lions Club Student Loan 
Fund is $200.00. Eligibility is 
governed by college regulations 
which require full-time attend- 
ence, a scholarship record of at 
least 2.0, and residence of at 
least one semester at SSC. Mr. 
Earle W. Sherman is chairman 
of the Land Park Lions Club 
Student Loan Fund,

SSC Increases Size 
In Engineering Dept. 


Over three times as many stu- 
dents are taking work in engi- 
neering at Sacramento State Col- 
lege this spring as at the start 
of the program in 1955, President 
Guy A. West revealed recently. 


One hundred and eighty - six 
students compared to 60 two 
years ago have placed facilities, 
equipment and staff under heavy 
strain. Until completion of the 
engineering building, laboratories 
of the State Highway Department 
are being used at such times as 
available. Building plans are still 
in the architect's hands. 

While expansion of plant and 
equipment are vital, the most 
pressing problem is to add to the 
staff of qualified engineering 
teachers. Competition of industry 
and government for engineers 
and scientists have made it diffi- 
cult. Limited salary makes re- 
cruitment in some area almost 
impossible, the college president 
pointed out,
